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Handling straw 
in fall tillage 

The method of handling straw, 
according to D. A. Dew of the La- 
combe Experimental Farm, Can¬ 
ada Department of Agriculture, is 
a problem in stubble land manage¬ 
ment which must be seriously con¬ 
sidered in the fall if a suitable 
seed bed 1 is to be expected the fol¬ 
lowing spring. 

In the "black soil zone a rank 
growth of straw is usually encoun¬ 
tered y.'hich must be decomposed 
as rapidly as possible or handled 
In some other manner. Many farm¬ 
ers swath the crop fairly short and 
collect the straw behind the com¬ 
bine by bunching or baling. If all 
the straw is returned to the land 
there should be an effective straw i 
spreader on the combine. If the j 
straw spreader doesn’t do a good' 
job, Mr. Dew suggests that a 
stroke with oscillating harrows j 
will help spread the straw more! 
uniformly. A straw chopper is ac- j 
tually more effective than a straw 
spreader and can easily be attach¬ 
ed to most combines. 

The selection of the tillage im¬ 
plement for fall tillage will de¬ 
pend on the amount of trash on 
the surface. Some trash should be 
left for wind and water erosion 
control, although trash which is 
partly buried will normally serve

"The difference between the Bull -1 
head and the Tadpole Madtom is 
so minute that only fish experts, 
would be able to tell them apart. 

Like the Bullhead, the fish has 
a heavy head, no scales, whiskers 
or tentacles on the lower jaw, a 
wide mouth, many sharp teeth and 
strong jaws, and is also a member 
of the catfish family. 

It is five inches long and has a 
dorsal .fin and two pectoral fins!

Check your kick with chalk 


Kicking la a fundamental foot¬ 
ball skill, especially in Canada, 
and a gdod kicker can usually be 
aure of a spot on the team. But 
to be considered a good kicker, 
you have to be able to get away 
those high spirals, and this means 
perfect timing. 

One of the things that gives you 
a good spiral is the way your foot 
contacts the ball. Your toe should 
be pointed just slightly inward and 
the seam of the ball should be just 
across the instep with the point 
Just slightly to the left of the toe. 

A good way to check your foot 
contact with the ball is to mark 
the underseam with chalk. When 
you kick a mark will be left or 
your boot. In this way, you car 
check just how your foot is meet- 
‘lng the ball, and correct any faults 
In position you notice from the 
chalk mark. 

Preventing “hoc. y groin" 

One area in which hockey play¬ 
ers frequently suffer Injuries is the 
groin. A few years ago, a serious 
groin injury almost ended the ca¬ 
reer of Maurice Richard, and it’s 
rarely that a team goes through 
an entire season without at least 
one or two of the players suffering 
this type of injury. 

Now is the time to start build¬ 
ing up the groin and the 
along the top of the inside of the 
legs. Added strength heie will not 
only prevent injury out also whl 
aid your speed and agility. 

The exercise we recommend is 
“bag squeezing”. Sit down and 
hold a large sawdust bag or pil¬ 
low between your knees. With in-1 
ward pressure of the legs try to 
squeeze it flat. Hold this pressure 
for five or six seconds, relax and 
then repeat. Do this 10 qj!,,, ,12 
times. 

Start now and build yourself up 
for the coming season. It’s the 
smartest play you can make. 

Back up your blocker 

If you’re a football halfback, re-1 
member that your long runs are 
usually made possible by good 
blocking. Make sure you give your 
blockers the credit they deserve. 

You can boost the morale of 
your blockers and inspire them to 
greater efforts if you tell them 
right after every good play what 
a great job they did and how much 
you depend on them. Don’t wait 
until the end of the game—if you 
can inspire them to greater efforts 


while the action is going on, 
they’ll do an even better job and 
this will mfean longer runs for you. 

And don't forget, too, to give 
plenty of credit to your blockers 
t you’re talking football 
around the school or to any news¬ 
papermen. The happier you can 
keep them, the better the whole 
team will perform.

ing worldwide in its scope and ap¬ 
plication, 

One* is impressed with the way 
\ich these early Christians 
went jkbout solving their problems. 
They i faced the plain fact that 
d the Gospel was preached, 
Gentiles as well as Jews benefited 
from it. 

Many converts had not been 
brought up in the Jewish way. 
They did not understand the sig¬ 
nificance or the need of rites to 
which the Jews had been accus¬ 
tomed. Jewish Christians contin¬ 
ued to practice these rites along ( 
with what they deemed their new-1 
er and larger experience. 

Should these practices be en 
joined on the Gentile Christians 
The wise leaders among the Jews 
said that they should not. 

It was agreed that the Gentiles 
should practice the Christian way, 
that they should not give offense 
to their Jewish brethren by ob¬ 
trusive disregard of Jewish cus¬ 
toms. Neither, however, should the 
Gentiles be under obligation to 
adopt these customs except 
their own consciences direct. 

Would it not be well if all the 
problems of worldwide Christian¬ 
ity could be settled today upon 
wise and practical a basis, and 
with such courteous consideration 
for the ideas and rights of all?

A STEEL INDUSTRY 

Southern Alberta has moved definitely into 
the petrochemical industry, now the establish¬ 
ment of a smelter in the Crow's Nest Pass is 
projected by Canadian and French interests. 
There are a few details to be worked out by the 
backers of this major enterprise - it will center 
in Burmis, east entrance to the Pass - but there, 
is little doubt that the $5,000,000 iron and 
steel industry will be set up at a time when the 
coai industry is passing through difficult days. 

The smelter when built, with its payroll, will 
change the whole economic picture in the 
Crews' Nest Pass area. But the benefits will not 
be confined to the Pass; the whole of this re¬ 
gion, including the city of Lethbridge, will 
share in the fruits of this development as our 
active Chamber of Commerce recognizes. 

The West Canadian Collieries of Blairmore, 
during the past few years, have been doing ex¬ 
tensive exploration and test drilling in the area 
extending between Woterton Park north to a 
distance of about 20 miles north of Burmis. 
Large bodies of iron ere have been located in 
the 250,000 odd acres of land now under lease 
b\ West Canadian. During the early part of 
February of this year the company conducted 
an airborne magnometer survey from Water- 
ton Park north through the entire Pass area. 
Purpose of the survey was to obtain subsurface 
information as to types of minerals lying be- 
ow the surface of the area. 

The air readings taken by the magnetometer 
were taken in conjunction with photos of the 
area after which both were put together to ob¬ 
tain a final map showing exact locations of 
beds of various minerals Prior to the air sur¬ 
vey two railway cars o- ore were shipped to 
Norway from the Burm s area *: r cnaiyvs and 
the results of the tes*s perfermea Drived tre 
ore to be of good quai *.

N.W.T. The reason he did 
not have the facial features of his 
stated race was because of his 
being the son of a white trapper 
and an Eskimo mother. 

The police court was packed 
with spectators. It seemed every¬ 
body wanted a glimpse of the man 
from the frozen north. With his 
friend acting as interpreter the 
fake Eskimo answered ail questions 
in a robbledygook language which 
none could understand but his pal. 

Every few minutes the “Eskimo"

telligible The interpreter would 
'..am the man in seal skins was 
asking for a cup of coffee His

What a difference a good press 
job makes! It immediately conveys 
the neat, clean look. That is be¬ 
cause spots must first be removed, 
wrinkles are abolished and most 
of the original texture of the gar¬ 
ment is restored. To help lighten 
your dreaded pressing chores Miss 
H. Moseson, clothing specialist Al¬ 
berta Department of Agriculture 
sends along a few hints. 

Pressing differs from ironing in 
that the motion is a lower and 
lift one rather than a sliding mo¬ 
tion. A light touch should be used 
and care taken that the garment 
is not owerpressed. First test the 
heat of t'lje iron on an underneath 
seam allowance. Then to avoid the 
Imprint of a hemline, press from 
right side over extra padding such 
as a turkish towel. This pressing 
over a soft surface also prevents 
a shiny zipper placket. Use strips 
of paper under seam allowances 
that tend to mark the right side 
of the fabric. 

Pressing is usualy done on the 
wrong side of the garment with 
moisture supplied either with a 
steam iron or a damp press cloth. 
If some parts of the dress need 
right side pressing, protect the 
fabric from the heat of the iron 
and prevent shine, by placing a 
dry press cloth over fabric before 
steaming it. A good right side 
press cloth is a soft wool one. 
That brings to mind wool or wool 
like fabrics, which should be 
brushed to raise the nap prior to 


able in a wide variety of colors, 
homeowners are finding that at¬ 
tractive rooms for many purposes 
are possible in their basements. 

Ingenious youngsters in a Michi¬ 
gan community have completed 
what they call their “marine room” 
by painting a rippling blue-and- 
white water pattern with brilliant 
colored fishes on the walls.
